The managers would not consent te 
this, especially as the teamsters refused ta 
continue the negotiations until it had been 
signed. 


The unions demanded also that the Chicago 


| board of arbitration, an organization of the 
teamsters.and their employers, decide the 
dispute. The managers wanted a board of 
_geven men from each side and an arbiter 
satisfactory to both. The unions would not 
recede. and the negotiations were declared 
off indefinitely. | 


Managers Issue a Statement. 


statement which says in part: 


“The building managers belleve that they 


could ‘have easily settled with the elevator 
men's and janitors’ unions on terms satis- 
factory to all had it not been for the interfer- 
ence of the coal teamsters, who are not prin- 
cipals in the case at all. The coal versus gas

Deadlock of Arbitration Board... 
At the meeting today the building man 
agers offered to arbitrate with with the jan- 
itors and elevator unions sqparately any arid 
all matters that they might wish, such arbi- 
tration to be made before an arbitration 
board of any number the unions might desig- 
nate, one-half of the men on the board to 
be appointed by the building managers, the 
other half by the unions involved. This prop- 
osition was flatly refused by both the janitors 
and elevator men's unions, who stated that

Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.— During a dis- 
euseton of the statehood bill in the senate to- 
day the question. of Mormonism came up 
again.

It is not to be denied that their influence 
is considerable, sald he, but there is still 
a large element among the Mormons who re- 
ent the idea of such interference.“ 

Mr. Kean said the people of the United 
States are opposed to polygamy and mean in 
every way to stamp it out. Anewering Mr. 
Nelson, Mr. Kean said the Mormons who fied 
from Idaho to Mexico undoubtedly would re- 
turn to the United States and mix in the 
politics cf Arizore and attempt to ueurp the 
public authority of that state should it be 
admittcd. 


Hale Asks for Senate’s Opinion. 

Mr. Hale interrupted to remark. that 
every time this phase of the subject is 
reached it presents some new information, 
and before anything further is done he 
thought somebody should submit amend 
ments in order to have an ression of the 
feeling of the senat: on this subject and bring 
it Ceterminateiy before the senate for its 
action. 

Mr. Kean, rpplyirg, said he would offer an 
amendment of this kind.

States.. The report was agreed to. 

Says Mormonism Is Overstated. 

Mr. Clay’ of Georgia declared an injustice 
was being done the people of Arizona. and 
New Mexico on account of the statements 
made régarding their Mormon population. 
At the 7 time, he said, there were only 
1.300 Mormons in New Mexico and 6,500 in 
Arizona, while, according to the census of 
1800, Idaho had 14,972 and Utah 118,201.

Edward Byles Cowell wes born in 1826. 
He was educated at Ipswich school and Mag- 
dalen hall. Oxford. He was professor of 
Sanskrit at Cambridge in 1867 and a fellow 
of Corpus Christi college,-Cambridge, in 
1874. He was professor of history at Cal- 
cutta in 1856, and was appointed principal 
of the government Sanskrit college in 1858.

YOUNG PLEADS GUILTY TO 


MURDER; GETS LIFE TERM. 


slayer of Mrs. Pulitzer Admits Charge 
and Trial Ends—County Saved Ex- 
pense of Long Fight to Prove Crime. 


New York, Feb. 9.—[Spectal. }—The trial of 
oung for the murder of 
Mrs. Anna Nelson Pulitzer in the Clarence 
apartment house, in this city, Sept. 17, came 
tc a sudden end this morning, when Young’s 
lawyer substituted a plea of guilty of murder 
in the second dégree for the original plea 
of not guilty, and it was accepted by both 
District Attorriey Jerome and Justice Her- 
rick. Young at once was sentenced to im- 
+ tree in ‘Sing Sing at hard labor for 

e. 

District Attorney Jerome’s consent was 
due to his desire to save the county the ex- 
pense of a long trial, at which the principal 
witnesses would be ailenists. With the con- 
flict. of expert testimony that would result, 
there was an excellent chance of Young's 
defense of insanity saving him from the 
death penalty. Besides that, the experts for 
the prosecution, Drs. Flint, MacDonald, and 
Dara, who have had Young under observa- 
tion for several days, were agreed that he 
was médically insane, if not legally irre- 
sponsible for his act. In view of this it 
seemed impossible to get a much better re- 
sult than Young's lawyer stood ready to ac- 
cept without trial. 

Young’s lawyer, his brother, and the friends 
of his family made no sécret of their inten- 
tion to try to have Young declared in- 
sane and sent to the Mattéwan asylum for 
ir a criminals, with a pardon to come 

ter 

The murder committed by Young was pecu- 
liarly brutal. He lured Mrs. Pulitzer to his 
father’s apartment, then unoccupied,stabbed 
and slashed at her with a knife, then put 
the body in a trunk and drove with it to the 
New Jersey marshes, where he dumped it.

bill to authorize cities. to own and operate 
street railways. The bill is similar in many 
respects to the Mueller bill, introduced in the 
senate by Senator. Mueller. 
the principal provisions of the bill: 


Section 1—Be it enacted by the people of the 
state of Illinois, represented in the general 


assembly: That every city of this state shall 


have the power to regulate by ordinance all 
street railways. operated by corporation or 
company within the corporate limits of said 


city, and also to own, construct, acquire, pur- 


chase, maintain, and operate street railways 


within its corporate limits, or to lease the 
same or any part of the same to any com- 
pany incorpor- ted under the general laws 


of this state for the purpose of operating 


street railways for any period not lon snd 
than twenty years,.on such terms and 

ditions as the city council shall deem tor 
the best interests of the public. 


Provides for Referendum. 


But no city shall proceed to operate street 
railways unless the proposition to operate 
shall first have been submitted to the electors 
of guch city as a separate proposition and 
approved by three-fifths of those: _voting 
thereon. 

It shall be lawful for any city to incor- 
porate in any grant to a private company 
of the right to construct or operate street 
railways a reservation of the right on the 
part of such city to take over all or part of 
such street railways at or before the expira- 
tion of the grant on such terms and condi tions 
as may be provided in the grant. | 

In the exercise of the powers, or any ot 
them, granted by this act, any such city shal 
have the power to take, hold, and acquire any 
and all necessary property and real estate, 
either by purchase or condemnation, in the 


manner provided by law for the taking and 


condemming of private property for: pubtic 
use. 


„Section 2. Any such city, in payment for 
such street railways; may issue bonds or 
certificates of indebtedness, which shall un- 
der no circumstances be, or become an obl 
‘tion or liability of the city, but which shall 


be payable only out of the revenues of such 


street railways, and which shall be a lien 
only on such revenues and on the street 
railway property and franchise that may be 
pledged as security for their payment. 

No bonds or certificates of indebtedness, 
authorized as aforesaid, shall be issued by 
any city unless the ordinance of the city 
council making provision for the issue of 
such certificates shall first have been sub- 
mitted to popular vote and approved by a 
majority of the qualified voters of fees city 
voting upon such ordinance.

STATEMENT OF SATURDAY. 


News of Settlement of Soft Coal Miners’ 
Seale Has Encouraging Effect on

New York, Feb. 9.—([Special.]—Today’s 
business in the stock exchange illustrated 
how much better is a bad bank statement 
with a good explanation than a statement 
good upon the surface but suspected to be 
capable of other interpretation.
